ANTICI.IMAX TO VICTORY 
Enough evidence hna accumulated since V- 
:B day to permit the reluctant opinion th.it 
.tho American military gdvomment In Qer- 
;many has missed doing the Job that It let 
out to do and that was expected ot It. 

Perhaps it la foolhardy to venture a blaclc- 
and-whlte opinion on a complicated situation 
from a distance of several thou.'iand miles. 
But events of the last seven months tel! a 
story of something considerably short of suc- 
cess. 

There was, for Instance, General Patton's 
amazing press conference which preceded his 
dismissal as Third Army commander. Later 
dcTClopmonts have Indicated that his uncon- 
■ cem with the denazification program was not 
unique. Light-hearted toleration of nasi 
thought and nazl party members apparently 
haj been the chief Tnctor In the unhappy dif- 
ference between American policy and prac- 
tice ia Qemiany. 

"men there wai Qeneral Elsenhower's re- 
port of growing unrest In the American lone, 
■which he admitted might develop Into or- 
ganlEod revolt There were atorlea of "frater- 
nlilng" OIs and American officers with Ger- 
man mlatrtMes, absorbing nail viewpoints 
IrMH oompanlons still saturated with Hitler 
philosophy and Hitler worship. 

Now one American correspondent In Gi 
many writes that the army Is eager to wash 
Iti hands of the whole matter and act mainly 
ftj a police force while a civilian staff takes 
over tho job of governing. Another corre- 
spondent reports that, having accomplished 
Ylrtually nothing toward re-cducatlng Ger- 
man youth, wo have turned that Important 
talk back to tho Germans. 

The explanations for this apparent failure 
reach from the brass hats In Washington to 
tho doughfeet In rrankfurt. It seems that 
Uier« are disagreements between top figures 
in tha anny and In various government de- 
partment!. It also appear! that General Els- 
enhower U having trouble In putting his poll- 
clN Into practice. 

It la not beyond comprehension, either, that 
tilt tame staff of oftlccn who carried out a 
brilliant strategic program to complete vic- 
tory might lack the understanding, training 
nud Inclination to carry out a program of 
mlUtaiT government with Intelligence and 
efflcloncy, 

Th»n there it the anxiety of the forces In 
Qtrmiiny to oome home, and tho govern- 
ttent'i effort to bring them home as quickly 
Bt possible. This seems to have cost the 
American command abroad some experienced 
offlcsn, and to have left It with a good many 
rejtlw, discontented enlisted men. 
' All thU It disquieting news to anyone who 
{lelleTM that to allow tlie Oerman national 
mtntallty to remain arrog.ant, contemptu- 
01U, tmpurged and unchaatened la to threaten 
wwld peace, Before Ocrmany'a defeat almost 
all Americana, mlUtaO' &nd civilian alike, be- 
Iteved that. There were great plana to Injure 
thftt "It would never happen again." Now 
Uiue fcara and plans seem to be pushed a^lde 
for more Immediate matter*. 
. It it dearly time that a civilian government 
iook over for us in Qennaoy. We can only 
Itapa that It will do a mors thorough Job ot 
.denuUyltig uid r«-eduaatlns. and that it 
IntlmUl&K tlu Jon too latti.
